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Preface 

Algernon Charles Swinburne was born in London on April 5, 
1837. His father was Admiral Charles Henry Swinburne and 
his mother Lady Jane Henrietta Swinburne, a daughter of the 
third Earl of Ashburnham, and sister of the fourth Earl, the 
book-collector. In 1849 he went to Eton and there took up with 
great enthusiasm the reading of the old dramatists. 

In January, 1856, he went to Oxford where he made the 
acquaintance of D. G. Rossetti, William Morris, Edward 
Bume Jones and others. In December, 1857, he contributed a 
prose article on Marlowe and Webster to the Undergraduates 
Magazine, and three other pieces, two in verse and one in prose, 
to the later numbers of that short-lived periodical. 

Between April, 1848, and June, 1856, twelve poems, signed 
"A, C. S." were published in Praser's Magazine, and these 
pieces have heretofore been ascribed to Swinburne, although at 
the time of publication of the first of them he was barely twelve 
years of age. Mr. Gosse, in a recent letter to the London 
Times, says that he has discovered proof that these pieces were 
not written by Swinburne. 

Swinburne left Oxford in 1859, without having taken a de- 
gree. At the end of 1860, he published his first book, "The 
Queen Mother, [and] Rosamond," which "fell dead from the 
press." He spent part of the time during the next few years 
on the Continent, and met Landor and Whistler. He had 
an epileptic fit in Whistler's studio and the artist's moth- 
er nursed him through the subsequent illness. "Atalan- 
ta in Calydon," which was published in April, 1865, had 
an instant success. "The grandest thing ever done by 
a youth," Ruskin said of it. "Chastelard," an earlier 
work, was published in December the same year. Early 
in 1866 "Laus Veneris" was published. George Meredith has 
told how the writing of this piece had been inspired by the first 
reading of FitzGerald's translation of Omar Khayyam. In April 
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the same year "Poems and Ballad's" was published and Swin- 
burne became "the most talked-of man in England," While "his 
portraits filled the London shop windows and the newspapers 
out-did one another in legendary tales of his eccentricity." In 
1867 he met Mazzini, whom he had long admired. From 1865 
to 1879 he resided mainly at Holmwood near Henley-on- 
Thames though with frequent visits to London and in summers, 
visits elsewhere with his Welsh admirer, E. J. Powell, and with 
Professor Jowett, George Meredith, or other friends. He had 
become acquainted with Theodore Watts (afterwards Watts- 
Ehinton) in 1872 and in 1879 this devoted friend took Swinburne 
into his own home, The Pines, Putney, where, suffering from 
deafness he lived in retirement for the remaining thirty years of 
his life, rarely even going to London, though he and Mr. Watts 
did go to Paris in 1882 where for the first time Swinburne met 
Victor Hugo. The chronicle of his later writings is told in the 
pages to follow. In April, 1909, he was prostrated by an attack 
of influenza which developed into pneumonia from which he 
died on the morning of April 10, seventy-two years of age. 

The above short sketch has been drawn from the aidtnirable 
life in the recently published Second Supplement to the Diction- 
ary of National Biography, written by Edmund Gosse, his friend 
for more than forty years. We take the liberty of quoting 
nearly entire Mr. Gosse's description of the personal appearance 
and mental characteristics of his friend. 

"The physical characteristics of Algernon Swinburne were so 
remarkable as to make him almost unique. His large head was 
out of all proportion with his narrow and sloping shoulders; 
his slight body, and small, slim extremities, were agfitated by a 
restlessness that was often, but not correctly, taken for an in- 
dication of disease. Alternately he danced as if on wires or sat 
in an absolue immobility. The quick vibrating motion of his 
hands began in very early youth, and was a sign of excitement ; 
it was accompanied, even when he was a child, by 'a radiant ex- 
pression of his face, very striking indeed.' His puny frame re- 
quired little sleep, seemed impervious to fatigue, was heedless of 
the ordinary incentives of physical life ; he inherited a marvelous 
constitution, which he impaired in early years, but which served 
his old age well. His character was no less strange than his 
physique. He was profoundly original, and yet he took the 
color of his surroundings like a chameleon. He was violent, 
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arrogant, even vindictive, and yet no one could be more affec- 
tionate, more courteous, more loyal. He was fierce in the de- 
fense of his prejudices, and yet dowered with an exquisite mod- 
esty. He loved everything that was pure and of good report, 
and yet the extravagance of his language was often beyond the 
reach of apology. His passionate love for very little children 
was entirely genuine and instinctive, and yet the forms of it 
seemed modelled on the expressions of Victor Hugo. It is a 
very remarkable circumstance, which must be omitted in no out- 
line of his intellectual life, that his opinions, on politics, on liter- 
ature, on art, on life itself, were formed in boyhood, and that 
though he expanded he scarcely advanced in any single direction 
after he was twenty. If growth had continued as it began, he 
must have been the prodigy of the world, but his development 
was arrested, and he elaborated during fifty years the ideas, the 
convictions, the enthusiasms which he possessed when he left 
college. Even his art was at its height when he was five and 
twenty, and it was the volume and not the vigor that increased." 
The writer never saw Swinburne but he does remember, and 
with no admiration on his part, though it was doubtless the 
poet's pride, the mass of bright red hair which is the most strik- 
ing feature of the painting by G. F. Watts in the National Por- 
trait Gallery. Sir George Young described him when a boy at 
Eton, with "his little white face, and great aureole of hair, and 
green eyes," the hair standing out in a bush of "three different 
colors and textures, orange-red, dark-red and bright pure 
gold." Later another writer described him, when with other 
literary men, as "a crimson macaw among owls." 
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This collected set, as described in the pages following, is a 
very nearly complete set of first editions in book form of Swin- 
burne's writings, and generally they are in the state most de- 
sired by the collector. The few items lacking, which have 
been, and are still being sought for, are mentioned in their prop- 
er chronological place, this mention being preceded by the word 
"Note." The set is, without much question, the most complete 
collected set of the author's writings which has ever been of- 
fered for sale.

This is the original manuscript, used by the printers of the 
first portion of the volume, "A Midsummer Holiday and Oth- 
er Poems" published in 1884. It consists of nine poems : 
I. The Seaboard. 
II. A Haven.

IV. The Mill Garden. 
V. A Sea-Mark. 

VI. The Cliffside Path. 
VII. In the Water. 

VIII. The Sunbows. 
IX. On the Verge. 

Each of these nine sections is written upon two sheets of 
quarto blue paper. There are a few interlineations and correc- 
tions. 

Much of Swinburne's manuscript was written upon sheets 
of folio size. This, being on quarto paper, can be bound up in 
convenient form. 

Besides this manuscript of "A Midsummer Holiday" there 
is included in the set the autograph manuscript of "Sestina" 
sent to Locker in November, 1871, and four autograph letters 
from Swinburne to Locker, as described on p. 59. 

A letter from Swinburne to John H. Ingram is inserted in 
"Gathered Songs" as described on p. 34.

This is the earliest issue, with the original Pickering title-page. Mr. 
Wise says : "It is stated" upon good authority, that less than twenty 
copies of the book had passed into circulation before it was withdrawn, 
and the above title page cancelled." The book was then transferred to 
Moxon & Co. who printed a new title-leaf. In 1866 the unsold sheets 
were again transferred to Hotten, who printed a third title, dated 1866. 

The paper label is important as it reads : "A. G. Swinburne" instead 
of "A. C. Swinburne" showing that the author was then unknown. The 
label carries the date 1861 although the book was circulated before the 
end of 1860. 

This copy is the review copy sent to the Editor of the London 
Times. On the fly-leaf is the inscription, "To the Editor of the 
Times | with the publishers compts." As no review or notice of the 
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book can be found in the Times it is probable that the copy was thrown 
aside, as poetry by an unknown author, without notice. 

The book was "Affectionately inscribed to Dante Gabriel Rossetti," 
and the dedication copy is in the Harry E. Widener collection.
